Schedules To Be Present­ 
ed To Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission . 


Washington, Auk. 3.—According to 
a program outlined 
by 
Alfred 
P. 
Thorn, general counsel for the Asso­ 
ciation 
of Railroad Executives, the 
new passenger fa;es will probably be­ 
come effective Aug. 20 and the ad­ 
vanced freight rates Aug. 25. 
Simultaneoi sly with the effective­ 
ness of passenger fares, the increased 
charges for Pullman travel and the 
now 
rates on excess baggage 
and 
milk also will be put in force. 
Railroad rate experts have begun 
'Ie preparation of blanket rate sched­ 
ules 
increasing 
the 
transportation 
costs on a percentage basis. 
These 
will be precented to the interstate 
commerce commission five days prior 
to the proposed effective dates. 
Th* rate sheets will be supplement­ 
ed by printed tariffs containing rates 
for all territorial and on all commodi­ 
ties as soon as the physical task of 
v ork.ng out the multitudinous details 
can bt accomplished. Until this work 
is tone, local rail officials will com­ 
pute tbs hew rates and charges for 
their respective 
territories on 
the 
basis of tho existing rates plus the 
percentage increase authorized by the 
nom mi moon. 
While this method of putting new 
rates into effect would be unusual, 
railroad oAcials pointed to the sug­ 
gestion of the commission that the 
higher charges would be put in force 
“at as early a date as practicable.” 
By putting the increased) rates into 
effect prior to Sept. I, the drain en 
the treasury under the guarantee pro­

likely will be ended before expiration

The Democratic convention was a peculiar goulash of con­ 
flicting interests. 
Up to the last hour before the nomination of 
Cox it was impossible to tell which element in the savagely boil- 
} ing stew would be dominant when the dish was done and ready to 
I serve up to the voters. The Democratic convention was a real, 
free-for-all fight, and everybody got into it- 
What happened to Wilson? This: The convention cheered 
^his picture, dramatically disclosed at the beginning of the con- 
! vention hanging from the silver pipes of the great organ back 
I of the platform. 
It cheered every mention of his name and do­ 
pings. 
It enthusiastically put the stamp of its approval on what 
Mr. Wilson has done and on most of what he wants done in the 
future. Then it demonstrated plainly that it desired some one 
free of the Wilson influence to carry out the Wilson ideas and 
ideals.
